In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 123 read with Section 53, Section 64 and Section 116 of the Major 
^ort Trusts Act, 1963 (3 8 of 1963), the Madras Port Trust Board hereby makes the following amendment Regulations 

1. Short title.—These Regulations shall be called the "Madras Port Trust (Distraint or Arrest and Sale of Vessels) 

(Amendment) Regulations". 

2, In the Madras Port Trust (Distraint or Arrest and Sale of Vessels) Regulations, 1989, the following amendments shall 
bemade:— 


(i) Regulation 2 of the said Regulations shall be substituted as under :— 

"These Regulations shall apply to all vessels in respect of which any rates or penalities or both or loss damages are 
payable under the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 or under any regulations or orders made thereunder, but shall not 
apply to vessels belonging to or in the service of the Central Government or a State Government or to any vessel of 
war belonging to any Foreign State". 

(u) Sub-Regulation (1) of Regulation 4 of the said Regulations shall be substituted as under : 

"(1) Where any vessel in respect of which rates/penalities, loss/damages have not been paid is lying at the Port, a 
demand in Form I shall be made by the Deputy Port Conservator upon the Master of the defaulting vessel requiring 
the said Master to pay all the rates or penalties, loss/damages within a period of seven days from the date of issue of 
the said demand: 

Provided that in respect of the vessel or her servants causing damage to the Port’s property, the Owner/Master, 
Commandant of the vessel shall deposit the value of damage as estimated by the Chairman of the Port Trust, in cash 
or lumish an unconditional and irrevocable Bank Guarantee or other Security to the satisfaction of the Chairman." 

(in) Sub-Regulation (2) of Regulation 4 shall be substituted as under 

(2) The said demand shall accompany the copy of the bills containing the frill particulars of rates or penalties, loss/ 
damages which were raised against the owner or agent of the concerned vessel and payment of which still remains 
due to the Board. 
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(iv) Sub-Regulation (4) of Regulation 4 shall be substituted as under:— 

"(4) If the Master of the defaulting vessel refuses or neglects to pay the rates/penalties, loss/damages or any part 
thereof within the time limit specified in the demand mad© upon the Master, the Chairman may proceed to distraint or 
arrest such vessel and the tackle, apparel and furniture belonging thereto or any part thereof and detain the same until 
the amount so due to the Board, together with such further amount as may accrue for any period during which the 
vessel is under distraint or arrest is paid 

(v) Sub-Regulation (7) of Regulation 4 shall be substituted as under:— 

"(7) If the said rates/penalities, loss/damages or cost of the distraint or arrest of the vessel or of the keeping of the 
same are not paid by the owner or Master or agent of the vessel towards full satisfaction of the Chairman within 
a period of five days next after the distraint or arrest has been made the Chairman shall cause the vessel or other 
things so distraimed or arrested to be sold 

(vi) In Form 1 appended to the said Regulations, the words "loss/damages" shall inserted after the words "rates penal 
ties" wherever they occur. 

(vii) In Form n appended to the said Regulations the words "loss/damages" shall be inserted after the words "rates 

penalties" wherever they occur.
